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tached approving the Same, shall forfeit and pay 
a sum not less than fifty dollars, nor more than 
one hundred dollars. All forfeitures and liabili-
ties which may be incurred and arise under and 
by virtue of this section shall be prosecuted for 
and recovered in the name of the city of Ml wau-
kee, and paid into the city treasury, for the use 
and benefit of said city.
